The Corporation. 

It is not known thai rather a warm debate 
oectnreil in llie Assembly about making it 
necessary lliat the City Council should ilo 
business with up-n doors, The leading de- 
baters wore Mr. Cary and Mr. Wmlilinolon, 
Thu tirst was for allowing the Council to 
clo<e Ihoir doors, the latter to keep tliem 
open. Fortunately .Mr. vVniMiimlon suc- 
ceeded in carrying his point, Nn one would 
over have thought of opposing such a priiioi- ; 
plo e.veepl, perhaps, our Legislative Council 
or the seal lerod millions of ex-King Bnmbn. 
Mr. C::ry is howovor entitled to all the hon- 
or-, of so wise a provision to help on jobbing, 
What nil in i rii ble liitle schemes could fuvo 
been projected and matured under sin-h u 
nile with n favorably-disposed Council. Ifti 
WQter or market job was desirable, how easy ; 
iho thing could be dune Some one coulii 
slick up a notice and the next innuietil pull 
it down. 'J'bua ibe secret conclave could 
very patriotically vote away puolic money 
without reeling ilint the eye ol the public 
was upon them. Wo conies* i*. was a p.iy 
to disturb so .dee a j b. It was r» shame to 
interfere with such a patriotic eiTott l, todo 
the tax-payers." 

A.nollier ii co provision, showing what an 
illiberal thing the Corporation bill is, gives 
the stipend ary magistrate sole po <'r lo 
appoint and dismiss ihe police. Tins is 
simply equivalent to saying that one man is 
superior in judgment lo the Maj or and six 
Councillors. If the power ot temporary 
suspension or appointment were extended 
'to the magistrate we might c unprehend it ; 
but to denude the Ciiy Council of all control 
over the police except lofix their number and 
pay is an unwarrantable procedure. Police- 
men may be objectionable lo the Council, 
Mill they IllUSt ttrin and hear it, The Coun- 
cil can raise taxes, appoint lax collectors 
and a treasurer to keep the city lands out ol 
which the police are lu be paid, but are not 
considered worthy of being trusted with 
power t' i appoint or dismiss a few police men. 
What is Midi illiberality but an iipsult to 
the intelligence of the lowu ? It id more. 
Wo liave good reason to know thai members 
of the p dice establish mei.l have rendered 
themselves deserving ef dismissal, and y\ 
the whole thing has been smothered. Only 
the othet day a case occurred of a difficulty 
between u citizen and a policeman. Some' 
feeling has been manifested at the smother- 
ing pieces* adopted. And such cannot but 
be inevitably the cn-o so long n< one man is 
lo have llie .-ole control ol Ihe police. Were
